The Last Confederate Soldier Reached 
Home. 


One Edward Winningham, ex-Conicderate 
and soldier in the Army of Northern Virginia, 
who was wounded and taken prisouer at 
the second battle of Manassas, has only just 
succeeded in reaching his home in Georgia. 
At the battle mentioned, Winningham’s cheek 
and jaw were shot away by a musket-ball, 
and he was captured on the field and sent to 
Philadelphia. Singular as it may appear, his 
wound was of such a character as to keep 
him under medical treatment in the Philadel- 
phia hospital (up to within a few weeks past) 
since the date of his capture. For a year 
past, Winningham’s wife has been with him, 
nursing him on his way to convalescence. 
They are poor people, and recently, when jhe 
was pronounced well again, (although he is 
disfigured for life by his wound.) accompanied 
by his wife, he started out upon a long tramp 
to his Southern home. But the kindness of 
certain charitable people in Wilmington, Bal- 
timore, Alexandria, and Richmond, and of 
the officers of the railroads, obviated this 
hard necessity, and the wanderers were ena- 
bled to make nearly all the journey by rail. 
Winningham’s case is not only singular from 
the circumstance of his being the last out- 
stending Confederate soldier, but because cf 
the remarkable character of his wound of
